The president is 
told that in the opinion of the Ci-il 
Service Reform League the

plan would work no improvement in 
present enforcement conditions', but on 
the contrary would have the ultimate 
demoralizing effect of casting discredit 
upon the whole civil service system. 


"William Dudley Foulke, president of 


the Civil Service Reform League, in 
making its letter to the president pub- 
lic, today issued a statement in which 
he said prohibition enforcement sea i- 
dals had their origin to a large extent 
in the "spoils system which prevails 
in enforcement bureau," and that these 
would continue so long as that sys- 
tem remains. 


"While the prohibition bill was pend- 


ing in Congress and ever since," says 
the leagua's letter to the president, 
"the National Civil Service Reform 
League has endeavored to bring the 
federal agents employed to enforce the 
law within the competitive classified 
service. In 'this it has sought in vain 
tho co-operation of the Anti-Saloon 
League and other organizations inter- 
ested in prohibition as well as the gov- 
ernment officials at the head bureau.

ENTENTE IN PREFACE 


Leipsjg, Oct. 9 
(A. P.)—Germany 


never ceases to disclaim loudly all re- 
sponsibility for the beginning of the 
great war. In the theatre, in the pul- 
pit, in the press and in the 
political 


forum Germany proclaims her inno- 
cence with an insistence which never 
seems to wane. 


Foreigners are much impressed by 


the unanimity with which Germans of 
all classes take the same 
text and 


preach the same homily. The 
argu- 


ments bob up in most unexpected con- 
nections. But it remained for F. W. 
Eitzen, the'tditor of a new commercial 
English-German dictionary which has" 
just been issued in Leipsig, to find the 
most unique medium for a lecture to 
members of the Entente. The preface 
to .tms book, designed primarily for 
sale to 
English-speaking 
persons, 


opens: 


"As long as the statesmen of the En- 


tente pretend to Relieve in Germany's 
"guilt," they are not likely to consider 
a revision of the Versailles Treaty (if 
treaty it may be called); and as long 'is 
this dictate—the most cruel, cowardly, 
and silly crime ever perpetrated—is 
not revised, all talk about, and thought 
of reconstruction, normal business re- 
lations, and all that sort of thing, is of 
course, so much nonsense. 
No fear 


Americans will ever redeem their word 
of honor'pleased by President Wilson; 
but some day or other and somehow or 
other, there will be a revision (no man 
in his senses can doubt it), and Ger- 
many, once more, will come to the fore. 
Until then honest business men 
will 


have to muddle on, I suppose, doing 
'business as usual.'"

Call for the'conference has been made 
by Charles E. Baughman, Texas com- 
missioner of markets and warehouses, 
who -proposes the meeting. 


Invitations have been sent by Com- 


missioner Baughman to governors and 
.agricultural p'fficials of 15 states, and 
offcials of a dozen states have signi- 
fied their intention of attending. 
Mr. 


Baughman has brought together infor- 
mation regarding conditions in 
the 


various states on production of cot- 


j ton and other crops,. and this will be 
presented to the conference as a basis 
for working out uniform laws. 
He 


proposes that at the close of the con- 
ference an association on uniform ag- 
ricultural laws be organized, the pri- 
mary purpose of which will bo to car- 
ry into effect the proposals of the con- 
ference. 
Laws 
covering 
different 


phases of agricultural and marketing 
problems.will be worked out and pre- 
sented to legislatures for passage. 


"Cooperation between the states in- 


terested in a common industry must be 
brought about before agriculture will 
be placed on a paying basis," accord- 
jng to Mr. Baughman. "We need uni- 
form laws in the southern states as a

UNITARIANS WILL 
SlICGOK COREIMONISTS 


Boston, Oct. 28 (A._ P.)—To 
serve 


thousands of the Unitarian faith who 
have been exiled from Transylvania by 
the ' Rumanians and sought refuge in 
Budapest, a 122-room apartment build- 
ing in the Hungarian capital has been 


purchased by the American Unitarian 
Association and the British and For- 
eign Unitarian Association for use as 
a mission house. Gabriel Cziki, who 
vsited Unitarians in America in 1021, 
hag taken charge of the work. 
-Some 5,000 Unitarian refugees are 
occupying camps built for soldiers dur- 
ing the war in the neighborhood of the 
building. Many of these are professors 
and students of the 
University 
in 


Transylvania. Much of the work of the 
new mission will be with students, 
whom the old First Unitarian church 
of Budapest, organized in 18G9, is not 
equipped to reach from its location in 
a distant part of the city. 
Present 


plans of the mission call for the hous- 
ing, of students on the top floor and 
"the use of the street floor for meetings 
and other features of Mr: Cziki's work.

one-third of the purchase price of the 
building from his own purse.

Detroit. Oct. 30—Dwight Davis, as- 


sistant secretary of v/ar, told Detroit 
business n:tn yesterday he would re- 
fuse to bo held to the responsibility 
placed on him by Congress in the mat- 
ter of adequate provision for the mo- 
bilization of material to meet war-time 
needs unless Congress passed legisla- 
tion to relieve what he described as 
a serious situation as to the army air 
service. 


Speaking at a business men's lunch- 


eon, he declared that air service should 
be authorized 
to begin a 
ten-year 


building program on a modest scale, 
and asserted that even that would not 
give the United "States at the end of 
the ten years as many planes as other 
nations now have. 


"More serious still," Mr. Davis said, 


"our airplane industry is starving to 
death. Foreign notions are building 
up a flourishing airplane industry, cap-, 
able of immediate _ conversion to war 
needs, by large 'appropriations for 


rlanes and by heavily subsidizing: com- 
mercial aviation. 
We are 
allowing 


this industry, absolutely vital to our 
national defence, to die a lingering 
death. 


"In my opinion, Congress should im- 


mediately adopt a ten-year program on 
a modest scale, not as an 
aggressive 


measure or in competition with other 
nations, but solely to meet the deficit 
in planes needed for purely training: 
and defensive purposes. Even if this 
is done we will not have as 
many 


planes at the end of the ten years as 
other nations have now. but it will at 
least give us a fighting chance to live.' 
If something constructive is not done 
I refuse to be held to the responsibility 
put on me by Congress." 


Asserting organization for modern 


war was as much a business matter 03 
a military one, the assistant secretary 
said business men could not "evado 
the responsibility put upon them." Ho 
announced that the War Department- 
planned to call upon Detroit business 
men to help solve s'ome of its problems, 
particularly those dealing with pro- 
duction of motor transportation, air- 
craft engines and technical ordnancs 
etiuipment.

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An Amateur Detective 


The amateur detective is usually a joke. Likewise the fleeced 


farmer. But J. Frank Norfleet is very 
far from being 


a joke. A few days ago he finished one of the most remarkable 
chapters in American criminology with the capture, in Salt 
Lake City, of the last of six crooks who beat him out of $42,- 
000 in a fake racetrack game^in'Fort Worth, Texas in 1919. 


Norfleet, a rancher, who stands five feet two, • decided 


promptly to bring the crooks to justice.. They scattered after 
their coupe, but he armed himself with authority and two six- 
shooters and started to round them up. His quest led him all 
over the United States) and a large part of Canada. In "the 
course of it he broke up one of the largest bunko "gangs in the 
country, operating at the time in Denver, causing the arrest 
of 31 men. He made similar trouble for gangs in Los Angeles 
and other cities. 
One of the criminals whom he caught in 


Philadelphia killed himself at Fort Worth after conviction. 
Another bribed his way out of a California jail, whereup Nor- 
fleet had two deputies sent to the pen ir/his place. In Florida 
one of the men he was pursuing took refuge in a locomotive, 
whereupon Norfleet commandeered another one and gave 
chase. He wa$ captured by a bunco gang once that tried to kill 
him and nearly succeeded. Altogether he has had arrested not 
less than 75 crooks, most of who mhave been convicted. He is 
going back now to his ranch, much poorer in money than 
when he started but thoroughly satisfied. 


There is a lesson in persistency, courage and resourceful- 


ness for any officer of the law. There 5s a lesson, too, for vic- 
timized citizens who let the crooks get away with their boodle 
and thus encourage the bunko business. Half a dozen men like 
Norfleet might rid the country of such bands and save.honest 
people many millions a year.

of Possibilities of Such a Building 


SURPRISE PARTY

A complete survey of the 
possibil-. 


I ties of a modern apartment house in 
this city win be undertaken by the 
local Chamber of Commerce as a result 
ot discussion and a vote passed at the 
directors meeting yesterday. 


A committee will be named that will 


have as Its fluty a careful-survey of the 
situation. Adequate time will be tak- 
en to ascertain definitely whether an 
apartment house could be built and 
rented in this city and all the factors 
entering into the situation will be 
carefully .looked up and put together in 
a report. 
• Many members of the chamber have 
repeatedly asked that such a matter 
be taken up and the directors felt that 
by getting it In a constructive, way 
such a report will show definitely the 
possibilities of running such a place In 
this city. The cost of an apartment 
housa will have to be determined, then 
the provable number of tenants and 
next "will come the matter of renting 
It. 
. 


' This survey, which of course, will 
take some little time, will glva tha 
chamber definite figures so that 
they 


can inform any organization or con- 
cern that wishes to build an apartment 
house just what size building would be 
a paying proposition in Portsmouth." 


The chamber office already has the 


names of several people who have 
stated that they will glady go into a 
modern apartment building on Its com- 
pletion and it was felt that a survey of 
the situation would bring to light many 
similar requests. 


This work will enable the chamber to 


tell definitely what price rent would 
have to be asked to have a building 
erected. 
As the situation stands, in 


_ Portsmouth at present there are dulte 


a few rents of a medium price. This 
\fact has been ascertained within the 
' past few days by various trustees of 


the factory building association in 
•view of the fact that new families will 
be coming into this city when the fac- 
tory is finished. It has been^ found 
that least 100 medium priceoTrents can 
be found in Portsmouth today. 
On 


the other hand there is 
a- decided 


shortage of places to live in of 
the 


apartment type so that the construc- 
tion of such a building from off-hand 
reports would seems to be a paying 
proposition.
